Research In College 
Of Engineering 
Totals $14 Million 

Research in the University 
of Illinois College or Engin- 
eering at Urbana involved 
.more than $14 million, ap- 
proximately 000 persons and 
a million man hours last 
year, according to a sum- 
mary .just published. 

Five hundred problems 
were undertaken in 150 
areas of science -and engin- 
eering. In the course of the 
research, 131 Doctor of Phil- 
osophy degrees wore earned 
and studies completed for 
3110 Master of Science de- 
grees. 

Of the $14 million, $0.0 
million went to salaries and 
$4.2 million for equipment, 
supplies, construction,. 1 -, and 
overhead. 

Most of the research was 
financed from outside the 
University: 05 per 'cent by 
the Federal Government, 10 
per cent by other State of 
Illinois units, 10 por-ccnl-by 
private industry; University 
research funds provided 15 
per cent.

'However, as so oi'ten'hap- 
pens when a religious sect goes to w ar with the 
law, the point .over which, they tangle hardly 
seems like a noble principle on which I o hung a 
crusade; 

•Though the Amish people may not like the 
i ( 1 ea of exposing t heir children to the inf luence ( > f 
public schools, other Aniislv groups -hav^bo wed 
to the law ami their children go to school with 
the others in their districts. So they can hardly 
; claim exemption on religious-grounds. 

It would be hard to believe that -'the* children 
will receive as good an education in a small, one- 
room school taught by- a person with an elemen- 
tary school education as they would in the public 
school; 

• • The law decreeing that every child shall at- 
tend school was aimed at educating all children. 
. Parents are not necessarily the best judge of how 
x much or wliat quality education their children 
shall have, The law protects the-child-i'rom-both- 
the negligent parent and the over-zealous parent'. 
-- - Whether or not attending public school will, 
have a deteriorating affect on the morals of the 
children would be hard to say. But \ve 'suspect 
that, while the Amish parents and the law wran- 
gle over u'hich school the children will a ttend , a 
good many of the "children are secretly -Sloping 
itheir parents willlose the battle.

In Illinois 'there are very 
definite laws dealing with 
this subject. Contracts deal- 
•. ing with certain matters^are 
not enforceable in court if 
Ithey are .not written and 
signed by the parties involv- 
ed,.' wlrile other contracts 
need not be written, and are 
enforceable in colirt although 
made only orally. If you tell 
tlus to your friends, many of 
them will be surprised, and 
you can expect some of them 
to ask how an oral contract 
can be proven in court.. 

The answer is that the con- 
' tracting parties take the wit- 
ness stand, and testily under 
oath that the contract was 
made and what its terms 
were. Of course, it some- 
llmes"happens that the par- 
tics testify so different ver- 
sions, and then it is up to 
the jury to decide which of 
the parties is testifying ac- 
curately. In such a case, the 
testimony of a witness who 
isi not connected with the 
case is very valuable.

Just what contracts must 



be expressed In 'writing in 
order, to-be "legally-enforce- 
able in Illinois? The three 
most familiar types are for 
the purchase of land, any 
promise which will, take over 
a year to perform, and for a 
purchase of personal prop- 
erty for an amoifht-abovb 
$500. ~ — 7 • 

Although these contracts 
cannot be enforced if they 
are _not in writing, they are 
not void. The law has come 
to be that an oral contract, 
unenforceable when made, 
may become enforceable if 
the parties begin to perform 
under it. Of course, if both 
parties fully perform ' their 
part of tho agreement, the 
contract is fulfilled and can- 
not be set aside. 
, , It is always wise to put' a 
contract in writing if it con- 
cerns a" matter of import- 
ance, or i£its terms are com- 
plicated, even though the law 
does not require it to be 
enforceable because the op- 
portunities . for fraud, per- 
jury, and dispute over terms 
are considerably lessened.

, The table is based on a 
1000-61 study of .consumer 
spending patterns by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
and shows the average 
amount of state sales tax paid 
by Illinois residents. The 
table may be used by tax- 
payers who itemize their 
Federal income tax deduc- 
tions. 

/The! table omits the state 
sales tax '. on automobiles 
purchased. Taxpayers . who 
purchase an automobile may 
add the sales tax paid on the 

purchase— to the amount 

shown in the table. 

District Director Coyle re- 
minded taxpayers that they 
are not required to use the 
table. The table is furnished 
as a guide for the conven- 
ience of taxpayers. who item- 
ize- deductions on the Fed- 
eral income tux returns but 
who wish to use a "standard" 
amount for state sales tax 
which will not require de- 
nial amount of state sales 
payers have the choice, of 
course, of deducting the ac- 
tual amount off state sales 
tax paid.

Charactorlzod" by a soft 
and compressible red lesion 
elevated above the skin's sur- 
face, this birthmark (medi- 
cally known as an immature 
hemangioma) truly- resem- 
bles a strawberry. 
i -AllhougiiTl may grow rap ; ■ 
idly during your infant's first - 
year, don't lot, this frighten 
you. ■ The' size will eventual- 
ly reach a point where it 
remains unchanged, usually 
around 10 months of age, and 
then induces. 

But regression Is very slow, 
"trimly, take two to six years - 
before the strawberry mark 
disappears. By age 7, how- 
ever, over 70 P^ cen t of 
these marks completely dis- 
appear, leaving absolutely no 
trace behind. - . 

Another type. of birthmark 
that may disappear on its 
own is the cavernous heman- 
gioma. This type of birth- 
mark Involves blood "vessels 



conglomerated -beneath -the _ T . 
skih's - siirface~which - elevate- 
thc skin and give it a bluish 
color. 

- This birthmark's course ol 
regression usually is similar 
lo the strawberry mark; but •■ 
it may leave a trace. This 
i s because some of th e_oycr*__ 
lying skin may remain as-'OT" 
soft hanging "pouch." In. 
some cases, the appearance 
of the pouch may improve 
on lis own over the • years. 
If it doesn't improve, plastic 
surgery majT be considered. 
Unfortunately, .the* most 
common type of birthmark— 
.the portwinc sh»in (capillary 
'hemangioma) — rarely disap- 
pears or fades with age. 
However, it often appears 
on the back of the scalp, - 
where it is covered by hair. 
Should this reddish mark 
appear on the face, certain 
medical treatments, may be 
used with varying, success. 
Perhaps the cheapest and 
safest treatment is to camou- 
flage the mark'. with 'cosmetic 
creams prepared specifically 
for this purpose. 
What causes birthmarks? 
There are many supersti-, 
Uons which hold that these 
marks arc caused by an 
event in the mother's life 
during pregnancy — such as 
a frightening experience, a 
bad dream, etc. There is ab- 
solutely no truth to this! ;■■ 
Some authorities believe 
the marks may be caused by 
some defect in the child's 
development — perhaps a her- 
editary defect— which pre- 
vents the small blood vessels 
of* the* outer skin to develop 
properly. The bxact cause; 
however, has not ycl been 
determined.

In making the announce- 
ment, . Earl. F. Halverson, 
Regional' Director, said the 
extension of hours was init- 
iated 'by the Divisions in line 
with President Johnson's de- 
sire that Federal agencies be 
as responsive as possible to 
the public. 

In addition to the regular 
working hours qf 8:39 a.m. 
to 5:99 p.m., on week days, 
the Chicago regional office 
■ will provide services to visit- 
ing employers and employees 
or accept telephone calls 
from 9:90 p.m. to 8:00 p.m., 
on Thursday evenings and 
from 0:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 
on Saturday mornings. 

The Divisions are respon- 
sible for enforcing the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. This 
law applies to employment 
in interstate commerce or In 
the production of goods_for.

large enterprises. It requires 
a minimum wage of at least 
$1.25 an hour and premium 
"pay of time and oucdialf-after

"A mistake some motorists 
make is putting too much 
water and not enough anti- 
freeze in the windshield 
Washer reservoir," the pro- 
fessor said. A mixture of 
half water and half top-grade 
windshield wa^hqiv anti- 
freeze solution may be used 
safely down to about 20 de- 
grees below zero. '[ Never 
test your windshield washers 
while driving if there is a 
chance that the solution is 
not strong enough; for It may 
freeze instantly on striking 
the windshield and blind 
you." - • 

Tlie professor urged motor- 
ists to check the car heater 
and defroster. This precau- 
tion is essential to assure 
clear vision. 

"Before starting out, wipe 
snow and road-muck off 
headlights, tail . lights and 
directional sjgnals," the saf- 
ety specialist said. "It is a 
good rule to keep one win- 
dow open just a little. If 
your car is. tightly closed, this 
shuts out noises you should 
hear, such as horns of vehi- 
cles and whistles of trains, 
and also increases the threat 
of 'carbon monoxide, which 
induces drowsiness and may 
even kill the car's occupants. 

"When you get on ' the. 
road," Professor Neyhart con- 
cluded, "keep your distance 
from other cars. And re- 
member, when visibility is 
poor the posted speed limit 
may be entirely too fast. Ad- 
just your speed to match 
your visibility.".

A University of Illinois pro- 
fessor is d i reeling- a su rvey 
to detefmine _ thc _ relatioiishlp" 
between religion and family 
living. 

Bernard Lazcrwilz, U. of I. 
sociology professor^ said that 
a large scale survey will be 
conducted in a random samp- 
ling. Three thousand per- 
sonal interviews will be held 
with Protestants, Cat holies 
and Jews. 

Purpose of the projects is 
to gain a detailed picture of 
religious- life, and trends in 
Illinois and to see how reli- 
gious outlook influences fam- 
ily stability and growth, ca- 
reers and the handling of 
social problems. 

Lascrwitz said the' study 
has been' endorsed by Dr.

Narcissus Is Easy 
Plant To Grow 

The Paper-white uarsiccus 
lias boon named Plant of- the 
Month for January :il {.lie 
conservatories in (larNeld 
arid Lincoln parks. 

This is .one of the easiest 
plants to grow for'.Tanuary 
blooming. and is popular with 
amateur flower 'growers! It 
requires only a minimum of 
care and can lie grown either 
in water, using- pebbles to 
hold the bulb upright, or in 
fiber which can he; procured 
from seed stores. One half 
or more of the bulb should 
show aboye llic.rooi.ing hia- 
•teriai; ';'•*.',. 

~Small~pleccs ""of— charcoal 
placed in the bowl wilj pre- 
vent the water from becom- 
ing stagnant. ' The water 
level should he maintained 
just below the base of the 
bulb. 

After two or three weeks 
in a cool,, dark place, or 
when the plant first begins to 
sprout, the narcissus should 
be placed it) a sunny window 
with a temperature of 00 to 
05 degrees. _ If thus rooted 
in the dark better flowers 
will be obtained. 
. If the bulb is started too 
early and kept in tempera- 
tures over 70 degrees, a 
lanky leaf growth will result 
and (he plant may bloom 
poorly. A lower temperature 
produces a shorter and better 
plant. 

Hulbs shouhl _he procured 

from a reliable dealer and 
should be polled immediate- 
ly after purchase; When the 
bulb is started in fiber or 
hoil this material should bo 
kept moist constantly. The 
still for potting- should bo 
composed of two-thirds good 
garden-ioanv— one-third -leaf 
mold, or well-demayed ma- 
nure, and sufficient sand to 
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permit good drainage. 

Use. a six to eight-Inch pot 
or bulb pan and plant five to 
nine bulbs in each container. 
Allow one-half inch of space 
between the. lop of* the soil 
and tltc lop or the pot to 
insure good watering when 
'the plants are being forced. 

Paper-whites should hot" be 
started before'.' the middle :o 1*1* 
October, It usually lakes 
them lour to six weeks to 
come into bloom, A succes- 
sion of blooms can be. ob- 
tained by bringing the .bulbs 
into a room at intervals after 
the plants are>well rooted,
